Sheriffs in that part, ConjunRly and Severaly, Specially Conſtitute, Greeting 2 For 
aſmuch as the Importing of Vicualz Horſe and .Cowes trom Ireland into this Kings 
; Z dom, hath been by divers Laws and As ot Parliament, made in the time of Our 
Royal Predeceſſors Diſcharged under great -aines, n2twithſtanding whereof, and by Reaſon of che 
unſettled State of both Kingdoms, the Obſervation ot the (aids Laws hath been ot Late much ne- 
gieted; And We being Relolved, char due and exa@t Obedience ſhall be given to the ſaids' Laws 
for the time to come, and that they ſhall be Execute with all Rigour, againſt ſuch as Tranſgreſs 
the ſame: Thereto:e We, with Advice of the Lords of. Our Privy Council, Strictly Prohibite 
ani Diſcharge the Importing of any Meal, or other Vi&ual whatſomever, or of any Horſe, Mares; 
or Cowes, trom the {aid Kinglom ot 7reland, into this Kingdom, either by the Natives thereof, 
or inhabitants in /re/avd, or any.other Foraigners whatſomever, trom, and attei the Day and Date 
hereof, under the Fains and Penalies follo : ing, vis. As ro the Tmporting of any Meal and other 
V:iQual, that all the Meal and Viiual which ſhall be Imported, ſh3ll be Sunk and Deſtroyed ; An1 
the Seizer or (Diſcoverer, for his Reward ſhall have the Boar, Bark, or Veſſel, wherein. the ſaid 
Meal or ViRual ill be imported, to \)iſpole of at his pleaiure, Conform to the tourteenth Act of 
the Parliament 1686, As alſo the halt of the Pines Impoſed upon rhe Importe $, Reſetters, 
and Hererors by the third A&,chird Seſſion, Parliament ſecond, Charles Seconds And as to the Im- 
porting of Hortes, Cowes, and other Cattel, that no Horſe, Mare, Cowes, or other Cattel what- 
 fom+ver, ſhall be Imported from 1reland to this Kingdom, under the Pain 'and Penaltie of Fore- 
faulting thereof, and furder under -the Pain of paying the Sum of an Hundred Merks Scots for each 
Beaſt that ſhall be ſo Imported, the one half of both the Beaſts and Fines, to belong ro the Seizer 
and Diſcoverer, and the other half to Us and Our Theſaury : And We with Advice foreſaid, P:o- 
hibite and Diſcharge, any Perſon, or Perſons whatſomever, ro Buy, Uſe, or Retail, any 1rifþ 
Meal, or ViRual, or Reſet, or Buy any Horſes, Mares, or Nolt, that they know to be Imported 
out of Ireland, atter the Day foreſaid, under the Paines Contained in the aids Acts of Parliament, 
And We with Advice foreſaid, have Nominate and Appointed David Crafurd of Drumjuie, to ſee 
the foreſaids As of Parliament made againſt Importing of 7r:ſh Vicual, Vigorouſly put to Exe- 
cution, During ſuch time and ſpace as Our Privy Council ſhall chink-Fir, with Power to him, to 
appoint Servants» and orhets under him, to attend in all Piaces, berwixt the Head of Kintyre and 
Lochrzas, and trom Lochryan- to Dumfres for the more Effefual pertorming, and Diſcharging their 
Duty in the Premiffes, OUR WILL IS REREFORE, And -We Charge you traitly 
and Command, that Incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye pals to the Mercat- Croſs of. £dinbargh, 
and to the Mercar- Croſſes of the Burghs of Gla/gow and Dumfrets, and of the Head- Burghs of the 
ſeveral Shires within that Bounds, and thereat make Publick Intimation of Our Pleaſure 1a the
